L. Activities of the Subcommittee During FY" 65 


The EIC Subcommittee on Electric Power and Solid Fuels did not 
meet during FY 65. Its lest meeting was held in February 1962. The 
inactivity of the Subcommittee reflects the fact that bilateral coordi- 
national of views concerning exchanges, application of trade controls, 
and occasional substantive intelligence problems has proved to be more 
efficient than calling a meeting of the Subcommittee. 


2. Future Program of the Subcommittee 


The Department of Defense recently recommended to the Bureau of 
the Budget that the EIC Subcommittee on Electric Power and Solid Fuels 
be dissolved. The officers of the Subcommittee concurred with thie 
recommendation. Consequently no program for future activities of the 
Suocommittee has been prepared. The membership is, however, urged to 
continue bilateral coordination end exchange of information as appropriate.
